Dear Mr. Scott,- 


On Friday last we were honored with a visit 
from his Excellency the Governor Gengsral. We had 
an exhibit of farm and garden products placed on the 
tables in the dining-room. Our roots and vegetables 
this year sre very fine. He inspected the work in 
our kitehen, laundry and sewing-room. When he was 
through in the main building he took notice that we 
had our stock herded on the hill-side and in the 
valley, the milk cows in one and the young stock in 
the other. He walked through both herds and asked me 
about the calves which were in the stable. He said he 
would like to see them. After seeing these he wished 
to see the new barn. We have it all nicelycompleted 
inside, so we showed him through. He then returned to 
the main building and heard the girls sing. After 
thie he expressed a desire to drive down through the 
corn and potatoes. He asked me many question regarding 
the work and stated that he was very much pleased with 
the work we were carrying on in the education of Indian 
boys and girls. 


I am enclosing you the write-up that appeared 
in the Brandon Sun believing that this will be of 
interest to you.

My object in writing to you is to bring before you the 
question of pupils for the Brandon Institute. 

All the Indian people on the prairies of Manitoba are 
ministered to from & missionary point of view by the Anglican 
and Presbyterian churches. The nearest Methodist Reserve is 
Fisher.River. 


Until we built the new school at Norway House we secured a 
large number of pupils from the north end of Lake Winnipeg. About 
the same year the Elkhorn school was closed and during the past 
eight years we have always had a sufficient number of pupils brought 
voluntarily to keep up the attemiance. During th past sumer and 
fall the new principal of the Elkhorn school has been recruiting 
for that institution. Consequently very few new pupils have been 
brought to Brandon this year. 


When we closed the Red Deer school some twenty-two pupils were 
transferred here with the understanding that they were to be returned 
when the building was completed at Edmonton. We are preparing to 
take these pupils back next week. There are also about a dozen of 
the pupils who should receive their discharge tn the near future. 
This will leave us about seventy-five or eighty pupils with little 
hope of incressing the number during the year. Denominational 
courtesy is sufficient reason why we should not recruit on those 
reserves ministered to by other religious denominations. There is 
no doubt but that when crganic union takes place between the 
Presbyterian and Methodist churches the problem will be solved by 
reorganization. 


As you are aware, we have accommodation for one hundred and 
twenty-five pupils. Before the closing of the Elkhorn school, I 
discussed with you the possibility of taking s pupils from 
Ontario to our Institute. If this can te done and say forty or 
fifty brought in, it would be the solution of the problem until 
union takes place. 


I would appreciate very much your favorable consideration of 
this proposition.

In accordance with your inetructions, I went 
down to Brandon on the 3rd inst. to inspect the books 
of the Brandon Residential School. I found only one 
book in use in the d{netitution, This book is called, 
Receipts and Expenditures of Cash, The left hand side of 
thie book&s pages shows the receipts of cash, The right 
sida of the folio detailed the expenditures, columned 
under various headings. There was neither Invoice book, 
Journal, nor ledger in use. These latter books I feel 
age needed in this school, together with another Cash 
Book, that a proper record of the business of the sohool 
be kept. I would strongly advise doing away with the one 
book now in use, and adopting the books above mentioned 
in its stead, This one book is not adequate to record 
the business of an {netitution of the magnitude of the 
Brandon Residential School, The Invoice book need not be 
used, although it is 4 useful book, Invoices can be filed 
in such a manner that ready referencé can be made to them 
in the Journal and fron the Journal to the ledger. Account s 
should be opened in the ledger corresponding with the var- 
fous headings shown on the book in use at present, Accounts 
should also be opened with merchants and firme from whom 


goods are purchased on time, tnat a proper record of shch 


dealings be placed vefore an auditor at any time, Although

off invoices, she information being supplied by Mr, Ferrier, 
These items should have been shown in a ledger, and not left 
haphazard on an invoice file. 

I went back to January lst 1922 and checked all 
the receipts from that date to Sept 4th 1925, I tested the 
additions, both in the receipts and expenditures, and found 
them correct, The receipts during the period under inepection 
amounted to $ 136,086.64. I compared this with the bank 
book deposits, and foung that the receipts exceeded the de- 
posits by $22, 508,21; the deposits being $113,578.43, The 
difference was explained by Mr. Ferrier thus, An amount of 
$2000.00 was paid for cattle by the Mission Rooms, It was 
eharged against the school, and was passed through the cash 
book, not-with-standing no cash was received, Then $500.00 
were received for an old gas engine. This was turned over in 
payment onraccounts, and was not deposited in the bank, The 
balance was made up of the following entries-

Thie with the other two items explained above make up the 
$22, 508,21, the difference nhetween receipts and deposits. 
There is no account with the Department of Indian 
affaires to show the amount of per capita grant received, The 
amount showing in the statement, $ 69,094,612 48 not an actual 
amount taken from an account, as it should have been, but was 
derived at by adding all the monios received from the Mission 
Board, and deducting what was actually received from the Church 
The balance was presumably what had been received from the 
Department, I will not vouch for the accuracy of the amount, I 
had to depend on Mr, Ferrier's information for this, To my 


mind an account with the Department would be one of the most 


important accounts in the school ledger, if a ledger were kept 


as the Department is the source of revenue, and thie account 
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account should be carefully and accurately kept. 

The credits showing to farm and garden were 
not detailed, but estimated and added in a lump sum at the 
end of the year. I had no means of checking these amounte 
and accepted them as they were, These eredits should be 
accurately detailed in future and not estimated, 

The bank account was overdrawn as will be seen 
from the adjustment statement. It seem customary for the 
Principal to carry on issuing cheques on the bank even if he 
has no funds, but his overdrafts are always taken care of 
when remittances are received. 

The statement shows @ deficet of $404.99. 
Accounts Payable amount to $5,702.94. To offset these am 
ounts the Principal has in the elevator 656 bushels wheat, 
some rye, and more wheat to thresh, This with the grang from 
the Department for September quarter will nearly meet the 
indebtedness,

Re Wabbie Scott, pupil of 


Wabbie appeared before Magistrate Fraser of Brandon 
on the 9th inst. He was charged with house breaking, to 
which he pleaded guilty. On his behalf, I requested that 
he be tried under the juvenile act as he is seventeen 
years of age on our report. This made it possible to 
have him committed to the Portage Industrial School. He 
was sent there for a year with the understanding that if 
his behavior was good that he be allowed out on parole. 


His uncle arrived here on his behalf and was given to 
understand that he could engage legal advice if he so 
desired and should the charge be made under the criminal 
code. When he found out what the boy was guilty of 
and that the management of the school as well as the 
magistrate were inclined to be as lenient as possible by 
having the case in the juvenile court, he concluded that 
legal advice was not required. 


I trust that what has been done in this case will meet 
with the approval of the Department. It is the first time 
in an experience of twenty-seven years that I have had to 
take legal action against a boy for crime. When I consider 
the large nugber of boys and girls I have taken into.this 


school for crime of one kind and another, the wonder is 
that I have had so few turn out incorrigible.

It was my intention to have visited Ottawa when Rev. Thomp- 
son Ferrier was there recently for the purpose of interviewing the 
Honorable Charles Stewart and yourself regarding the necessity and 
desirability of building a new school at Brandon. 


The main building is thirty-four years old and far from 
moderne It is inadequate to carryz,on the work and has outlived its 
usefulness. 


It hae served the Lake Winnipeg District for all these years 
and still retains a large part of this constituency. Over fifty of 
ite present enrolment are from this district. During the last year, 
the Nelson River Velley has been opened up and sixteen new pupils have 
been sent in fran Nelson House. 


A large number have been taken in from the courts, incorrig- 
ibles from other schools and orphans from many places, saving many from 
lives of crime and shame. The whole work has been carried on with « 
good degree of success, & heritage that should not be lost. 


The Department owns the farm of over 900 acres of land which, 
with the outbuildings, is valued at $200,000.00, a property well adapt- 
ed to carrying on the work of training Indian boys for farming, garden- 
ing, and caring for livestock. We are in a position to give advanced 
training in these occupations to boys from other parts. This should ve 
made a specialty. 


Pupils from this school have been attending the Brandon Col- 
legiate. Six were in attendance last year. Others would have been there 
this year if arrangements could have been made to sené them. To meet 
their need a class of grade nine pupils is being taught in the Institute, - 
four of these are from other schools. This work might be enlarged if 
there was sufficient accommodation in the present building. 


fhe location of this school ig strategically situated for vis- 
itors. Every year they come from all parts of Canada, as well as from 
other lands. ‘The usual comment is that our main building is not in keep- 
ing with the beautiful farm, lawns, gardens and outbuildings.

was $87.00 per pupil, althoughth portion of that cost 
which we are allowed to charge is only $64.60 per pupil. 


It was felt that if the pupils from the Industrial 
School paid $50.00, which is the amount paid by the De- 
partment in the case of other Non-Resident pupils, that 
this would be a reasonable charge. In the case of ord- 
inary Non-Residents, the Lepartment pays $50.00 a year 
and the Municipalities pay the balance.

I have just received the copy of letter from the 
Department of Indian Affairs re fees for non-resident 
students at our Collegiate, and am giving the follow- 
ing additional information regarding the amount for 
$550.00, which was rendered to you some time ago. 


The totel cost of education in our secondary 
school last year was $87.02 per pupil. Part of this 
cost we are not allowed to charge for, such as taxes, 
interest on investment, and proportion of overhead 
expense, and when these ere deducted it leaves a cost 
of $73.52 per pupil. When the Governnent grant is de- 
ducted from this amount, it leaves $64.60 per pupil. 
It is this latter amount which we are allowed to charge 
non-resident pupils from surrounding municipalities. 


The Depertment of Education pays $50.00 of this 
amount, but only when the student comes from an organr 
ized municipality in the Province of Manitoba. These 
Indians come, I presume, fom reserves, which do not 
pay the Municipal Commissioner's Levy, and consequent= 
ly do not contribute.to the funds from which this $650.00 
is paid. Probably some of them come from outside the 
provinee, and if so, the Department in such cases as~- 
sumesno responsibility for their fees, It is just a 
case of the Department spreading the $50.00 amount over 
all municipalities paying the levy, and then asking each 
municipality individually to pay the balance chargeable 
to the etudents frum its own municipality. 


I am enclosing a copy of a letter from the Depart- 
ment, in which they disclaim respinsibility for the fees 
for these students. In thie letter, the last two names; 
namely, Mary Parker and Roy Patterson,are from outside 
the Province. 
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Rev. 7. Ferrier------2. 


Now, in eases where there is no outside body to as- 
sume the fees, we charge the students direct,under 
section 134 (q) of the Public Schools Act, which al- 
lows only $5.90 per month. This explains the reason 
why the rate was placed at $5.00 a month in your 
account, although as a matter of fact I think the 
Department of Indian Affairs should pay $64.60, even 
although the Act is not very clear on the point. 


When we charge the student direct, the amount is 
$5.00 a month, but when the municipality or depart-~- 
ment is responsible, the amount is $64.60. It seems 
to me that the Indian Department should come under the 
latter classification. However, this is merely in pass- 
ing. 

I think this should make it quite clear that the 
Department should assume responsibility for the fees 
for these students.

MEMO RE THE LAND USED BY 
+ THE BRANDON INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOB. 


As early as 1888, Dr. A, Sutherland, of the 
General Board of Missions of the Methodist Church, pressed 
for the establishment of an industrial school for the 
benefit of children of Lake Winnipeg Indians. The Depart- 
ment's policy at that time was to establish institutions 
in white centres and to emphasize vocational training of 
pupils. 


In 1889, the Department a proved of the scheme 
and the question of a suitable site was given consider- 
ation. arious localities were suggested ~ Fisher River, 
Berens River and Selkirk. Dr. Sutherland, the Rev. John 
MeDougall and Dr. J. Woodeworth were in favour of a site 
4n the southern part of the province. They were not 
satisfied, however, with the property near Carman, which 
was eet aside by Order in Council for the school. 


People of both Brandon and Carberry became 
4nterested ani John Kerr, Clerk of the City of Brandon, 
wrote Rev. Mr. Woodsworth, of the Methodist Church, that 
the City Council would give a site next to the Experimental 
Farm and sccept in exchange goverment lands elsewhere. 

Dr. Sutherland visited the West in 1891, examined the sites 
and recommended that the one at Brandon be secured. The 
City of Brandon purchased from J. W. Stewart the half 
section on which the school is situate. The price was 
$5,700, Mr. A. Kelly, Mayor of Brandon, wrote to the 
Department in 1891, accepting the section near Carman in 
trade for the site at Brandon. The site was occupied and 
the building operations commenced in 1892. In 1900, the 
| re — finally completed and regularized by Order in 
ouncil. 


In 1911, the section on the hill was purchased 
for the use of the school for the sum of $16,000. In 
1920, the City of Brandon completed a 99 year lease of 
the most southerly part of the school property for $6,000. 
62 acres was required for municipal park purposes.

We are writing now to give you further information in regard to our building, 
our pupils, our Staff and our prospects for the future. 


Our New School Building 


We are es to present in this letter a picture of the new building. A splendid 
article on “Improved Facilities for Indian Education,’ which appeared in the 
October issue of ‘‘Natural Resources, Canada" contains the following description 


of our School : 


“The formal opening of the modern residential school at Brandon, Manitoba, 
on July 18, 1930, adds another unit to the fine system of Indian educational 
institutions throughout the Dominion. It is administered by the United Church 
of Canada and has as its Principal the Reverend J. A. Doyle, D.D., who succeeds 
the veteran educationist the Reverend Thompson Ferrier. 


“This School, which replaces the residential schoo! built on the same site in 
1894, is one of the finest of its kind in Canada. Built of tapestry brick with trim 
of Manitoba limestone, and terazzo floors, it is fireproof throughout. Some idea 
of the accommodation afforded may be gleaned from the fact that it has a fine 
assembly hall, four dormitories, four class rooms, two large study rooms, recreation 
rooms for both girls and boys, sewing room, sun room, hospital ward with nurses 
quarters, also a laundry equipped with the most modern hygienic appliances 


“Adjacent to the school are a number of first-class farm buildings, one of 
which, the cow barn, is one of the finest in Manitoba. There are, also, four resi- 
dences for the use of the Principal and married members of the Staff. 


“The institution has a landscape setting, which places it on a par with some 
of the finest schools and colleges of the older provinces. Brandon city is situated 
on the south slope of the Assiniboine Valley. The Indian school is on the north 
side of the valley, three miles northwest of the city and is between the Golf Club 
and the Dominion Experimental Farm. To the east, on the same ridge, is a large 
provincial hospital.’

You can see by the picture on the cover of this letter what a fine looking 
group of pupils we have in the School. In age they range from four years to over 
twenty years, and in school classes from Tittle tots in a Kindergarten class to 
young men and women taking High School grades nine, ten ead eleven. The 
Inspector of Schools has given us a splendid report. One student is going to 
Brandon Collegiate, taking Grade Twelve. Another attends the Business College 
in Brandon and still another the Normal School We are anxious to give every 
pupil the best possible education and at the same time train them in every way 
to become happy, successful and useful citizens when they go out to take their 


place in life. 

Every gir! in the School is getting a good training in Household Science, and 
every boy is trained in Farming, Gardening, Stockraising, the use and care of 
Tools and Machinery. Each year a number of our older boys attend the Tractor 
School put on by the International Harvester Company. When our boys graduate 
they are in good demand for farm help. 


Future Prospects 


This School accommodates 160 peas We now have 150 on the roll and 
every month new names are being added. Our capacity will be reached by mid- 


summer. Eight or ten, we ont. will graduate this summer and will make room 


for that many new pupils. We, therefore, wish to urge that those planning to 
send pupils have the Application for Admission filled out by the Agent as early

Tur New Ovttock is glad to know 
that the work which was carried on with 
such great success by the Rev. T. Ferrier 
for thirty years is making fine progress 
under the new management. Rev. J. A. 
Doyle, D.D., and his efficient staff find 
the new building, which was erected a 
year ago and opened July, 1930, an ideal 
place for the task. This school, which 
replaces the residential school built on 
the same site in 1894, is one of the finest 
of its kind in Canada, Built of tapestry 
brick with trim of Manitoba limestone, 
and terazzo floors, it is fireproof through- 
out. Some idea of the accommodation 
afforded may be gleaned from the fact 
that it has a fine assembly hall, four 
dormitories, four class rooms, two large 
study rooms, recreation rooms for girls 
and boys, sewing room, sun room, hos- 
pital ward with nurses’ quarters, also a 
laundry equipped with the most modern 
hygienic appliances. 

This plant, with a good farm and sult- 
able residences for the married members 
of staff. aituated on a fine landscape 
setting north of the city of Brandon, is 
the property of the Dominion Govern- 
ments but operated by The United 
Church of Canada. 

‘There is eccommodation for one hun- 
dred and sixty children. During the 
first year of the new management there 
are one hundred and fifty-fiye in attend- 
ance. The prospects for next academic 
year are a school filled to capacity with 
a waiting list. 

It is a real home for the children, as 
the spirit and atmosphere of family life 
are developed to a high degree. The 
academic work is excellent, two of the 
teachers are graduates in Arts, and high 
school work, including Grade XI, is 
given. On the other hand the smaller 
children are well cared for by an expert 
in kindergarten work. 

Recently under the guidance of Mise 
Dorothy Doyle, ably assisted by other 
members of the staff and Mrs, G. W. B. 
Wood, a fine dramatic evening was given 
in the assembly hall, one evening for the 
pupils and the staff, the following even- 
ing for visitors. The effort was to rep- 
resent the coming of spring and the 
crowning of the May Queen, It was one 
of those occasions which cannot be 
described in words, but the costumes of 
the little ones, made principally by the 
pupils, and the graceful acting of those 
who took part was fascinating in the 
extreme.

GREETINGS 

We wish in the first place to thank most sincerely, especially the Agents and Mis- 
sionaries, who have been so helpful to us during the past year in connection with the pupils 
which have come to us from your Reserves. We de appreciate your kindly co-operation 
and we are anxious to have you visit our School and get a first-hand knowledge of the 
work we are trying to do. In the meantime we are glac to give you as muc h information 
as we can concerning your boys and girls under our care. 

The picture of the pupils which we present on the back page of this letter is divided 
into three groups according to their class room work, 


The Intermediate Class Room Pupils 


The top section of the picture includes the pupils in Grades III-VII. Miss W. E. 
Steinhauer, the teacher, is a graduate from this School. She attended Brandon Collegiate 
Institute and Brandon College until she secured her Grade XII, and the vear following 
sec ured her Normal Diploma in the Brandon Normal School. 


The Senior Grades 


The middle group in the picture includes the members of the staff and all the pupils 
from Grade VII up. Miss D. E. Werthenbach, B.A., who is an Honour Graduate of 
Alberta University, is the teacher of this room. Twenty-two pupils are taking Grade IX 
two are in Grade X, one goes to Brandon Collegiate taking Grade XI, and her work is 
pronounced “very satisfactory by the Principal of the Collegiate. One attends the 
Brandon Normal School and will graduate in June as a fully -qualified teacher. Three 
boys are attending the Brandon Tec hnical School which gives a three-years course in 
Automobile Mechanics and which should qualify the student in every way to take any 
position in an up-to-date garage. One girl has just finished a Business Course in the Wheat 
City Business College in Brandon. 


Primary Grades 


The bottom group includes a kindergarten class and Grades I and II. Miss D. L. 
Doyle, who is a Scholarship Graduate of Chicago Teachers’ College. is the teacher, and 
Miss Doris Ireton, B.A., a graduate of Brandon College, has been supplying for the last 
few months. 

The class room work is inspected regularly by Inspector J. Boyd Morrison of the 
Department of Education for Manitoba, and his reports state very definitely that satis- 
factory progress is being made in every department of the class room work. 


The Health of the Pupils 


We are watching this phase of our s« hool life very carefully. Our Matron, Mrs 
Gertrude Mason, is equipped with that experience and those qualities of mind and heart 
which enable her to be a real mother to the pupils, and she is quick to observe anything 
shysically wrong with any of them The Boys’ Matron, Miss M. Cranna, has had a partial 
rospital training, and renders the best of serv ice in caring for any who are sick. A Doctor 
is called whenever necessary. In addition we now have the services of the Ninette Clinic 
These doctors come from time to time and examine most thoroughly all new pupils and 
any others who may be suspec ted of dev eloping serious trouble. The X-ray plates show 
that four out of five of all our pupils have had some lung trouble before coming to the School 
This shows the urgent need of this watchful service 

A wholesome and balanced diet is being followed. The pupils are weighed re 
and satisfactory gains in weight are recorded. A number of boys gained from twe 
thirty pounds each during the first three months of the school year, and taken altogether 
the Ninette Clinic found the pupils averaged five per cent ov erweight for girls and boys 
of their age and height 

The other departments of the School's life and training are being carried on satis- 
factorily Miss R. Harland, the Girls’ Matron, in a very kindly and tactful manner is 
carefully looking after the welfare of the girls. She is also stenographer and office assistant 
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The Sewing Room 


s department is under the efficient yee an of Miss M. MeDonald, and under 
if many of the girls are showing marked ability in mending, dressmaking and 
ework.

Kitchen and Dining Room 

An experienced and capable dietitian in the person of Miss H. Reeder has charge of 

the kitchen and dining room, and the healthy appearance of the pupils proves her efficiency. 


The Laundry 


Our girls are being well-trained in all phases of laundry work by Miss L. Barager, 
who has charge of this department. She is painstaking and thorough-going in her work. 


Farming 


No matter what other education our boys receive it is our purpose that every one of 
them shall be given a good training in farming. The farm consists of 960 acres, and the 
Farm Manager and Instructor, Mr. W. E. Wood, is well qualified for his position 


Stock-Raising 


Mr. C. H. Waldon is our careful and efficient Stockman, and is giving our boys a 
careful training in this connection. Our milch herd of dual-purpose pedigreed Shorthorns 
is sroneanuad ty Hon. Robert Weir, B.A., Minister of Agriculture for the Dominion, one 
of the very best dual-purpose Shorthorn herds in the Prairie Provinces. Every animal is 
under Govt. inspection, and only healthy, good-producing cows are being kept in the herd, 


Mechanical Work 


Training in the care of machinery and implements and in mec hanic al work generally 
is by no means neglected, and this department is under the care of a capable mec hanic in 
the person of Mr H. Bicknell. 


Football, softball, skating, hockey, ete., are thoroughly enjoyed by our pupils. Mr. 
Ernest McEwen, an outstanding athlete and a leader in boys’ work, is coming on our staff 
next year and will direct the sports and athletic life of our School.

Singing and Music 
A choral class of boys and girls is being voluntarily trained by Miss Jean Doyle to 
compete in the Musical Festival to be held in Brandon in May. Pupils chosen for this work 
are showing real promise 


Moral and Religious Life 


We have no hesitation in stating that the moral and religious and general atmos »here 
of the School has greatly improved during the past year. More and more the pupils are 
taking an active part in our religious services and are showing a deeper interest in the 
worthwhile things of life 


Prospects for the Future 


We now have 161 pupils in the School and a small waiting list. We expect, however, 
that ten or twelve pupils, at least, will graduate this year. We, therefore, wish to repeat 
our urgent appeal that those planning to send pupils will have the Application for Admission 
filled out by the Agent as early as possible and sent to Ottawa tor approval. We can take 
a few new pupils in April and a number more after July Ist 

We would especially urge that prospective High School pupils have their Applications 
sent in with as little delay as possible.

GREETINGS: 

We wish in the first place to thank most sincerely, especially the Agents and Mis- 
sionaries, who have been so helpful to us during the past year in connection with the pupils 
which have come to us from your Reserves. We p appreciate your kindly co-operation 
and we are anxious to have you visit our School and get a first-hand knowledge of the 
work we are trying to do. In the meantime we are glad to give you as much information 
as we can concerning your boys and girls under our care 

The picture of the pupils which we present on the back page of this letter is divided 
into three groups according to their class room work 


The Intermediate Class Room Pupils 


The top section of the picture includes the pupils in Grades III-VII. Miss W. E 
Steinhauer, the teacher, is a graduate from this School. She attended Brandon Collegiate 
Institute and Brandon College until she secured her Grade XII, and the year following 
secured her Normal Diploma in the Brandon Normal School. 


The Senior Grades 


The middle group in the pic ture includes the members of the staff and all the pupils 
from Grade VII up. Miss D. E. Werthenbach, B.A., who is an Honour Graduate of 
Alberta University, is the teacher of this room Twenty two pupils are taking Grade IX 
two are in Grade X, one goes to Brandon Collegiate taking Grade XI, and her work is 
pronounced “very satisfactory’’ by the Principal of the Collegiate. One attends the 
Brandon Normal School and will graduate in June as a fully-qualified teacher. Three 
boys are attending the Brandon Technical School which gives a three-years course in 
Automobile Mechanics and which should qualify the student in every way to take any 
position in an up-to-date garage. One girl has just finished a Business Course in the Wheat 
City Business College in Brandon 


Primary Grades 


The bottom group includes a kindergarten class and Grades I and If. Miss D. L. 
Doyle, who is a Scholarship Graduate of Chicago Teachers’ College, is the teacher, and 
Miss Doris Ireton, B.A., a graduate of Brandon College, has been supplying for the last 
few months 

The class room work is inspected regularly by Inspector J. Boyd Morrison of the 
Department of Education for Manitoba, and his reports state very definitely that satis- 
factory progress 1s being made in every depar tment of the class room work 


The Health of the Pupils 


We are watching this phase of our school life very carefully Our Matron, Mrs 
Gertrude Mason, is equipped with that experience and those qualities of mind and heart 
which enable her to be a real mother to the pupils, and she is quic k to observe anything 
»hysically wrong with any of them. The Boys’ Matron, Miss M. Cranna, has had a partial 
rospital training, and renders the best of service in caring tor any who are sick. A Doctor 
is called whenever necessary. In addition we now have the services of the Ninette Clinic 
These doctors come from time to time and examine most thoroughly all new yupils and 
any others who may be suspec ted of developing serious trouble. The X-ray plates show 
that four out of five of all our pupils have had some lung trouble before coming to the School 
This shows the urgent need of this watchful service 

A wholesome and balanced diet is being followed. The pupils are weighed regularly, 
and satisfactory gains in weight are recorded. A number of boys gained from twenty to 
thirty pounds each during the first three months of the school year, and taken altogether 
the Ninette Clinic found the pupils averaged five per cent overweight for girls and boys 
of their age and height 

The other departments of the School's life and training are being carried on satis- 
factorily. Miss R. Harland, the Girls’ Matron, in a very kindly and tactful manner is 
carefully looking after the welfare of the girls. She is also stenographer and office assistant 
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The Sewing Room 


T partment is under the efficient management of Miss M. McDonald, and under 
her training many of the girls are showing marked ability in mending, dressmaking and 
fancy needlework.

Kitchen and Dining Room 
An experienced and capable dietitian in the person of Miss H. Reeder has charge of 
the kitchen and dining room, and the healthy appearance of the pupils proves her efficiency. 


The Laundry 


Our girls are being well-trained in all phases of laundry work by Miss L. Barager, 
who has charge of this department. She is painstaking and thorough-going in her work. 


Farming 


No matter what other education our boys receive it is our purpose that every one of 
them shall be given a good training in farming. The farm consists of 960 acres, and the 
Farm Manager and Instructor, Mr. W. E. Wood, is well qualified for his position 


as 
Stock-Raising 

Mr. C. H. Waldon is our careful and efficient Stockman, and is giving our boys a 

careful training in this connection. Our milch herd of dual-purpose pedigreed Shorthorns 

is pronounced by Hon. Robert Weir, B.A., Minister of Agriculture for the Dominion, one 

of the very best dual-purpose Shorthorn herds in the Prairie Provinces. Every animal is 

under Govt. inspection, and only healthy, good-produc Ing COWS are being kept in the herd, 


Mechanical Work 


Training in the care of mac hinery and implements and in mec hanical wor k generally 
is by no means neglected, and this department is under the care of a capable mec hanic in 
the person of Mr. H. Bicknell. 


Sports 
Football, softball, skating, hockey, ete., are thoroughly enjoyed by our pupils Mr 
Ernest McEwen, an outstanding athlete and a leader in boys’ work, is coming on our staff 
next vear and will direct the sports and athletic life of our School. 


. . : 
Singing and Music 
A choral class of boys and girls is being voluntarily trained by Miss Jean Doyle to 
compete in the Musical Festival to be held in Brandon in May. Pupils chosen for this work 
are showing real promise. 


Moral and Religious Life 


We have no hesitation in stating that the moral and religious and general atmosphere 
of the School has greatly improved during the past year More and more the pupils are 
taking an active part in our religious services and are showing a deeper interest in the 
worthwhile things of life. 


Prospects for the Future 


We now have 161 pupils in the School and a small waiting list. We expect, however 
that ten or twelve pupils, at least, will graduate this year. We, therefore, wish to repeat 
our urgent appeal that those planning to send pupils will have the Applic ation for Admission 
filled out by the Agent as early as possible and sent to Ottawa for approval. We can take 
a few new pupils in April and a number more after July Ist 

We would espec ially urge that prospective High School pupils have their Applications 
sent in with as little delay as possible

GREFTINGS 


As the third year in our new school building is closing we wish to say a hearty “Thank you'’ to all 
who have helped us in making this year the best we have had. We wish also, by a number of pictures and 
a short letter, to tell you something of our progress 


First let us record our deep sorrow at the passing since our last Annual Letter of Mr. Russell T. Ferrier, 
M.A.,, of the Department at Ottawa, and Inspector John R. Bunn, of Winnipeg, both of whom have been 
warin friends of our school. While we regret the retirement of Dr. Duncan C. Scott as Deputy Superin 
tendent Gerteral of Indian Affairs, we gladly pledge our loyalty to his successor, Dr. Harold W. McGill 
and have pleasure in presenting his picture in this folder. We also welcome, most happily, our friend of 
many years, Inspector A. G. Hamilton, who succeeds the late Mr. Bunn, as our Inspector in Manitoba 


The Pictures tell you as words cannot how your children look, and reveal something of their activities 
We want vou especially to become acquainted with each member of our staff and the position they occupy, 
for it is they who are influencing the lives and characters of your children while they are with us. 


The Health and Happiness of our pupils is our first concern, for they cannot make progress as they 
should unless they enjoy both. The general health of the school is the best we have ever had. The 
Ninette Clinic helps us greatly. They did not find one case of active Tuberculosis on their last visit 
This is very gratifying. Many things are contributing to secure these results. Common colds are being 
carefully watched Each pupil is weighed regularly. Cod Liver Oil is given daily and medical and hospital 
treatment whenever necessary. Deep breathing, physical training and outdoor sports have also helped 
That our pupils are happy is registered in their faces and also indicated in the general tone of the letters 
you receive from them 


Grades and Graduates. The success of our classroom work is well attested by the Inspector's reports 
and by the splendid results in last year's examinations. Our Normal student of last year is now our fully 
qualified and successful Primary Teacher. The three Technical boys of last year passed with “Excellent.” 
This year seven boys attended the Technical School for Automotive Mechanics, and we are glad to report 
that all have passed with good standing. Of the thirty students who wrote the Departmental Examinations 
last year four passed with Honours. Ewart Monias reaching 87.5%. Nineteen passed clear. Two had 
one supplemental, and only two had two supplementals. These results are above the average in High 
School grades, and we expect equally as good standing this year. We have eleven pupils in what we call 
our Graduating Class, and all will leave behind them a good record. 


Training Homemakers and Homekeepers. Ut is our definite aim and purpose to train every boy that he 
can go home and become a good farmer or go out into the world and make a good living and provide for 
a home, and to so train every girl that whether she becomes a teacher or a nurse or maybe a business girl, 
she can be a successful and happy homekeeper. This year our girls are preparing some very fine pieces of 
needlework to be exhibited at the World's Fair in Regina. The boys also will >; Bs some artistic designs 
in fretwork 

Sports, Dramatics and Music, Under the guidance, training and coaching of our director of athletics 
the sports life of the school has been greatly fey elope Our football team carried off the shield in the 
Second Division League. The girls excel at softball. Both girls and boys enjoy basketball and skating 
Hockey is also a favorite sport. On Victoria Day Percy Berens easily won the three-mile race over all 
contestants. One June 3rd, the Brandon section of the Sunday School National Athletic Competition was 
held. Our boys entered the contest. One Tuxis group and one Trail Ranger group scored higher than any 
Tuxis or Trail Ranger group in Manitoba last year. National standings will not be available until August Ist 
In dramatics a number of our pupils have discovered powers that surprised themselves and others. Six 
plays were prepared and put on in the school during the year. One play by a group of boys was put on 
twice in the school, once in Brandon, and at two outside points. Fifty of our girls were fc ed into a 
Choral Class, and after careful and patient training sang at the Musical Festival in Brandon. Their 
work was highly commended by the Adjudicator, hs Staton of England, who presented them with 
the shield 

Religious Activities. The spiritual side in the four-fold character is being well cared for in the very 
successful C.G.1.T. and Tuxis and Trail Ranger groups and in the Sunday School. Members of the staff 
have given splendid leadership, and the pupils themselves have taken an active part in the services. Nineteen 
of the older boys and girls were prepared and taken into Church membership last Easter 


Next Year. With our excellent staff, fine equipment, and improved health and general spirit, we are 
looking forward with good prospect to the coming school year 


Those desiring to send us pupils should forward th» Application for Admission at once as we will only 
have room for a limited number when the holidays are over. We especially desire that prospective High 
School students should get word to us at the earliest possible date 

Again thanking all who have helped us, and bespeaking your continued kindly co-operation,

Remission of gasoline tax is allowed on 
Government owned cars but this provision does not apply on 
cars used for Government business but not owned by the 
Government. The Department has never purchased cars for 
Indian residential schools and, consequently, we have never 
considered such cars our erty. Under these circumstances, 
the Department has not felt prepared to sign the declaration 
that cars operated by Principals of residential schools are 
Government owned and are, therefore, entitled to remission of 
the gasoline tax. 


I understand, however, that you are entitied 
to remission of the tax on gasoline used for tractors, engines, 
etc. Provision for remission of the tax in this regard can 
be made by yourself with the provincial authorities.

The adoption of this plan for the Brandon School, I 
am unable to recommend, for the following among other 
reasons.== 

The building is inténded to be construcied of wood, 
and would be too,cold to resist the severity of the 
Winter weather in this country, and even could that 
objection be overcome by the employment of different 
material, vuhere ave others such as the location in the 
basement of lavatories and bath-rooms, the inability to 
place in the basement the necessary closets, the cramped 
character of the rooms, the comparatively limited amount, 
of accommodation generally, and the want of a proper 
system of ventilation, so peculiarly necessary to she 
health of Indian children, in* climate such as this.

am however retaining by parcel post, the plans and 
specifications uransmitted by the Department, and at the 
same time fresh plans shewing the alterations which are 
suggested with a view to reducing the cost #6 within the 
required limit. 

The alterauion in the specifications necessary to 
meet the changes in the plans I am not of course in a 
position to makej,but beg to give the following addition 
~al information respeciing the proposed changes. 

It is suggested that the building be constructed of 
wood with brick veneer instead of walls of brick. 

T am advised that the walls of the building as 
originally proposed are unnecessarily heavy. 

It is proposed to cmfine the application of the 
Smead & Dowed system of heating and ventilation to the 
main building where it is considered essential, for the 
proper ventilation of the dormitories, and to enable 
closets to be placed in the basement, which is considered 
indispensable. 

The wing not having dormitories nor closets, can, it 
is thought, be sufficiently well heated by an ordinary 
furnace, and so pammbiiba saving in that direction to be 
effected. 

It is thought that by the adoption of the changes 
referred to, the whole cost of the building will not 
exceed eighteen thousand dollars, thus leaving a sum of 
two thousand dollars available for the heating. 

Alterations made as will be observed, include the 
provision of tanks, which are essential in view of the 


possibility of fire occurring, and where placed, 
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» 


am assured by Clerk of Public Works and other 
competent authority, there exists no danger of their 
freezing. 

It may be pointed out incidentally that the arrange 
“ment of the orfginal plan of uvhe basement has been 
changed to get fuller advanuage of the accommodation, and 
afford room for the children to play in stormy weather, 
Upon fuller consideration of the arrangement of the altic 
floor as I have had it shewn in the new plan, I think a 
further slight alteration might be made with advanvage. 

The bed-sroom next $0 the bath-room might be 
enlarged by pulling down the partition between it and the 
bath-room and including the space occupied by the latter. 

In that case she door on a line with that of the 
adjacent nfa-room and entering upon the corridor might 
be closed up, entrance being by the door now shown as for 
bath-room, 

Space for the bath-room might then be taken on the 
ovher side of she corridor from between the nurse's room 
and she bed-room, and the window of the bed-room could be 
moved more into,;the corner, and thus making SS roc 
trifle smaller. 

Tn conclusion I beg to point out the strong probabil 
~ity that if plans were on view at Brandon as well as at 
Winnipeg, the result would be the receipt of reduced 
tenders for the building.

the same, unless the same shall have been executed to the satisfaction of 
the Architect as evidenced by his certificate in writing, which certificate 
shall be a condition precedent to the right of the Contractor _ to be paid 
therefor. 
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9. A competent foreman is to be kept on the ground by the Contrac- 
tor during all the working hours, to receive the orders of the Architect, 
and should the person so appointed be deemed by the Architect incom- 
petent, or conduct himself improperly, he may be discharged by the Archi- 
tect, and another shall at once be appointed in his stead: such foreman 
shall be considered as the lawful representative of the Contractor , and 
shall have full power to carry out all requisitions and instructions of the 
said Architect. 


10. In case any material, or other things, in the opinion of the Archi- 
tect not in accordance with the said several parts of this Contract, or not 
sufficiently sound or otherwise ursuitable for the respective works, be used 
for or brought to the intended works, or any part thereof, or in case any 
work be improperly executed, the Architect may require the Contractor to 
remove the same, and to provide proper material or other things, or pro- 
perly re-execute the work, as the case may be, and thereupon the Contrac- 
tor shall and will immediately comply with the scid requisition, and if 
twenty-four hours shall elapse and such requisition shall not have been 
complied with, the Architect may cause such material, or other things, or 
such work, to be removed, and in any such case the Contractor shall pay 
to Her Majesty all such damages and expense as shall be incurred in the 
removal of such material, materials, or other things, or of such work, or 
Her Majesty may, in her discretion, retain and deduct such damages and

11, All machinery and other plant, materials and things whatsoever, 
provided by the Contractor for the works hereby contracted for, and not 
rejected under the provisions of the last preceding clause, shall, from the 
time of their being so provided, become, and, until the final completion of 
the said works, shall be the property of Her Majesty for the purposes of 
the said works, and the same shall on no account be taken aw ay, or used 
or disposed of, except for the purposes of the said works, without the con- 
sent in writing of the Architect, and Her Majesty shall not be answerable 
for any loss or damage whatsoever which may happen to such machinery 
or other plant, material or things; provided always that upon the com- 
pletion of the works and upon payment by the Contractor of all

12. If the Architect shall at any time consider the number of work- 
men, horses, or quantity of machinery or other plant, or the quantity of 
proper materials, respectively employed or provided by the Contractor 
on or for the said works, to be insuificient for the advancement thereof 
towards completion within the limited times, or that the works are, or 
some part thereof is not being carried on with due diligence, then in 
every such case the said Architect may, by written notice to the Con- 
tractor , require to employ or provide such additional 
workmen, horses, machinery or other plant, or materials, as the Architect 
may think necessary, and in case the Contractor shall not there- 
upon within six days, or such other longer period as may be fixed by any 
such notice, in all respects comply therewith, then the Architect may, 
either on behalf of Her Majesty, or if he see fit, as the agent of and 
on account of the Contractor , but in either case at the expense of the 
Contractor , provide and employ such additional workmen, horses, 
machinery and other plant, or any thereof, or such additional materials 
respectively as he may think proper, and may pay such additional work- 
men such wages, and for such additional horses, machinery or other plant, 
and materials, respectively, such prices as he may think proper, and all 
such wages and prices respectively shall thereupon at once be repaid by 
the Contractor , or the same may be retained and deducted out of any 
moneys at any time payable to the Contractor ; and Her Majesty may 
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use, in execution or advancement of the said works, not only the horses, 
machinery, and other plant, and materials so in any case provided by any 
one on Her pesong behalf, but also all such as may have been or may be 
provided by or on behalf of the said Contractor. 


13. In case the Contractor shall make default or delay in diligently 
continuing to execute or advance the works to the satisfaction of the 
Architect, and such default or delay shall continue for six days after 
notice in writing shall have been given by the Architect to the Contractor 
requiring to put an end to such default or delay, or in case the 
Contractor shall become insolvent, or make an assignment for the bene- 
fit of creditors, or neglect either personally or by a skilful and competent 
agent to superintend the works, then in any of such cases Her Majesty

14. The Contractor shall be at the risk of, and shall bear, all loss or 
damage whatsoever, from whatsoever cause arising, which may occur to 
the works, or any of them, until the same be fully and finally completed 
and delivered up to and accepted by the said Minister of Public Works for 
the time being; and if any such loss or damage occur before such final 
completion, delivery and acceptance, the Contractor shall immediately at 

own expense repair, restore and re-execute the work so damaged, 
so that the whole works, or the respective parts thereof, may be completed 
within the time hereby limited. 


The Contractor shall not have or make any claim or demand, or 
bring any action or suit or petition against Her Majesty for any damages

A short while ago a representative of the 
Water Power Department of the Dominion Government, 
called on us and stated that their Department in 
Winnipeg hed received e request from the Depart- 
ment of Indien Affaire at Ottawe to inspect the 
Water system and water supply on your property 
here, and we gave him what help we could in this 
connection. 


He esked us to open the septic tank. We 
found it covered at the upper end with about 5 
feet of earth. engaged a man to dig down to 
the manhole, et) opened up the three sections 
of this tanke 


We found the firet one filled to the top, 
about # of the substance in it wae solids. after 
it wes opened, it begen to bulge out through? the 
menhole, and we had ee much as we could shoveled 
out, and then the liquid came up through the man- 
hold and partwey up in the hole we had dug. The 
gecond chamber was not quite full to the top, it 
contained liquid in the most part, about a foot or 
I8 inches heavy solide in the bottom. ‘fhe third 
section was full to the top. We had the crust 
broken up, and set a man at dipping it until it 
wes almost empty. ‘hen the liquid burst through 
the obstruction and filled it to its normal level. 
Thie reduced the level in both the first and sec~ 
ond chambers to normal. We then turned « fiow of 
water from our water system into the sewerage 
drain snd left it running over night, end found 
the tanks at normal level in the morning.

WATERPROOFING—-Footings of all exterior walls shall be 
covered with a 1" topping of "Anti-Hydro" gauged mortar before 
walls are placed.

Sir 
. Mr. Attwood's wire of September llth states 


that the Department of Indian affairs consider that a gravity 
system from their present reservoir will provide sufficient 
pressure for water services in the basement and first floor. 


Our survey of the location shows that the 
elevation of the top of the reservoir is 112.4, elevation 
of outlet pipe from reservoir 108.4, the elevation of the base- 
ment floor will be 91.5 and the elevation of the first floor 
will be 102 with service outlets at an elevation of approximately 
105 on the floor. Thus we will have a maximum pressure head 
of 112.4 - 105 or 7.4 feet on the service outlets of the first 
floor. This head will produce about 3,2 lbs. per square 
inch pressure at the service taps. 


In ordinary private installations for houses 
the water supply usually operates under a pressure of from 20 
to 40 lbs. per square inch and the lowest pressure considered 
serviceable is from 10 to 15 lbs. It is therefore evident 
that a pressure of 3.2 lbs. per square inch on the first 
floor at the Brandon School cannot be considered to give 
satisfactory results although water will flow. 


The new building at Brandon is being equipped 
with fire hose on every floor, bath rooms are provided for on 
all floors and to supply these upper floors a pressure system 
is required. 


The installation of fire protection equipment 
on every floor implies that fire protection is necessary and 
this can only be provided for by an adequate pressure system. 
Small pressure tenks cannot provide this protection, although 
they would serve to give a water service on the two upper 
floors. Without the installation of an adequate pressure tank 
system for water supply the situation would be that the basement 
would be supplied fairly adequately from gravity, the ground 
floor would have an unsatisfactory service and small pressure 
tanks would have to be installed to supply the upper two 
floors. No water supply for fire protection would be 
available. 


Under these circumstances I would again 
strongly reconmend that the water supply installation for this 
school be a pressure tank system to supply water to all services 
within the building, for one of the prime requisites for any 
residential school is an adequate water supply and also a 
considerable measure of fire protection, 


I am arranging to make a thorough examination 
of the present septic tank system in a few days and will let 
you know the results at once.

Ceremony Attended by Represen- 
tative Gathering; Historical 
Sketch of School 


Thirty-four years after the original 
building was constructed, the corner 
stone of the new Indian Industrial 
sehool was laid on Wednesday after- 
noon before a very representative 
gathering. The formal ceremonies 
were presided over by Rev. J. A. 
Doyle, D.D., the present head of the 
school, while brief addresses were | 
given by Dr. J. W. Atkins, president 
of the Manitoba conference, Dr. J. H 
Edmison, M.L.A., and Mayor Cater 
The actual laying of the corner stone 
was performed by the Rev. Thomp- 
son Ferrier, former principal and 
superintendent of Indian schools and 
hospitals for the United church. As- 
sisting in the program were the Rev. 
J. A. Cormie, D.D., superintendent of 
missions for the Manitoba conference, 
Rey. R. GQ. Pritchard, W. H. Shilling 
law, and the Rev, D. H. Telfer, chair- 
‘man of the Brandon presbytery, On 
the platform at the time were Mrs 
7. Ferrier, members of the presby- 
tery and a number of ex-pupils. 

During the ceremony, splendid 
tribute was paid to the Rev, Thomp- 
son Ferrier for the great work ac-) 
complished by him during his long 
term of office, and confidence was 
expressed in the future of the tratin- 
ing that will be conducted in the new 
building under the principalship of 
Dr. Doyle. 

History of School 

The historical sketch of the school 

placed in the corner stone by Rev. 
Povie showed that it is one of the 
institutions in the policy of the de- 
partment of Indian affairs in provid- 
ing an educational and vocational 
training for Indian children in Can- 
jada. This educational program fa 
carried out in co-operation with 
churches which years ago commenced 
missionary and ‘educational work 
|among the Indian people. 


} 
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Thirty-seven years ago it was de- 
clded to establish a residential school 
under the care of the Methodls 
church, and the choice of the site 
here was made by the late Rev. James 
Woodsworth and the late Rev. Alex. 
Sutherland, D.D. It was three years 
later that the school, which has just 
been demolished to make room for 
the new building, was erected, and 
a veteran missionary, Rev. J. Sim- 
mons, appointed principal. He was @ 
master of the Cree language and nad 
years of experience in Indian work. 
Four years later he retired and thirty 
years ago last June, Rev. Thompson 
Ferrier, who was then pastor of the 
Methodist church in Edmonton, and 
who laid the corner stone Wednesday, 
was appointed head of the institution. 

Splendid progress in connection 
with the school and its 960 acre farm 
has been made, and high tribute to 
the business sagacity, tact and dip- 
lomacy was paid to the Rev. Thomp- 
son Ferrier in bringing the Brandon 
sehool to such a high standard, In 
February last, Rev. Ferrier tendered 
his resignation, and later the Rev, 
Dr. Doyle was appointed in his 
place. 

More commodious quarters were 
needed and the present new structure 
will remedy conditions. During con- 
struction the pupils had to be taken 
care of, a number returned home 
where they could attend school for 
the presént year, while 83 were tak- 
en to the Edmonton school. It ig ex- 
pected that the new building will be 
ready for occupation in September, 
1930. It will take care of 160 puptis 
and as a number of other residential 
schools are filled to capacity and 
|have waiting lists, it is expected that 
ithe new building will be occupied in 
a very short time, The number of 
Indian pupils seeking higher educa- 

tion makes it necessary that high 
school work be undertaken as soon 
\as school re-opens.

Sir:- 


On October 5th I made an examination of the 
septic tenk that has been in operation at the Brandon 
Induetrial School for at least twenty years, during 
which time it has never been cleaned out or opened up. 
The contractors recently have uncovered the opening to 
the tank and have done some work in trying to flush it 
out and latterly have tried pumping ut the liquid 
contents. It was found that the drain from the septic 
tank was plugged and that the tank itself wae nearly 
half full of solid matter in all three compartments, 
After being pumped as dry as was possible, it was found 
that the tank again became nearly half filled up with 
water, showing the tank itself to be in bad condition 
end leaking. In speaking with Dr. Doyle, Principal 
of the Industrial School, he stated he had met a man 
who was engaged about twenty years ago on the construction 
of the septic tank. This man stated that they had 
encountered eprings in the excavation for the tank and 
that great trouble was experienced in pouring the concrete 
for the chambers because of these eprings and that a 
very poor job was nade, 


The septic tank in its present condition is 
practically useless and it is considered unecononical to 
reconstruct it or to use the present site for another 
septic tank owing to the presence of the springs 
referred to above. It ie therefore our intention to 
construct an entirely new septic tank, identical in size 
and character with that constructed for the Cecilia 
Jeffrey School at Kenora, Borings are to be taken so 
as to secure a location as close to the old site as possible, 
but yet be free fron the presence of springs. If weather 
conditions permit, it is planned to complete the work this 
fall, the work to be done on a cost plus basis by the 
general contractor for the new school under direction of 
this office and under the personal supervision of the 
inepector at the school. 


Will you please let me know at as early a date 
as possible whether this meets with the approval of your- 
self and the Department of Indian Affaire.

BRANDON INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


An analysis made by the National Testing Lab- 
oratories, Winnipeg, of a sample of the water supply for 


the new Industrial School at Brandon shows a total hard- 


ness of 341 parts per million or 23.87 grains of hardness 


per Imperial gallon. This analysis shows that while the 
water is good for drinking purposes it must be classified 
as very hard water. Mr. A. Blackie, President of the 
National Testing Laboratories, and also City Chemist of 
the City of Winnipeg states that this water corresponds 
very closely in total hardness to the water in use in 
Winnipeg prior to the completion of the Greater Winnipeg 
Water Aqueduct from Shoal Lake. It is also stated that 
it is not as hard as the present water supply in the City 
of Brandon, 

The Department of Indian Affairs, Ottawa, has 
requested a recommendation as to the advisability of 
installing a water softener or constructing a rain water 
tank to supply soft water to the building. In view of 
the degree of hardness, 23.87 grains per gallon, show by 
the analysis made of a sample of the water supply it would 
be desirable and advantageous to those entrusted with the

operation of the school to have available an adequate 
supply of soft water. Officials of the Department of 
Indian Affairs at Ottawa will necessarily have to decide 
whether or. not the extra expenditure required to obtain an 
ample soft water supply is warranted. To assist then in 
meking their decision there is outlined below what is 
involved in securing an adequate supply of soft water at 
the school and the cost of same. 

The present water supply system of the Brandon 
School was designed for a daily requirement of 5,000 
gallons, this amount including the water supply to the barns 
and staff residences. However, the anticipated daily 
requirenents within the school building itself will 
approximate 4,000 gallons. It is further estimated that 
75 percent of this amount, or 3,000 gallons, will be 
required for service connections in the basenent of the 
building, the remaining 1,000 gallons being required for 
the floors above. The basement connections include the 
kitchens, laundry, childrens! showers and toilets, the 
boilers and hot water heaters and also the water supply to 
the barns. This basement water supply is a gravity 
systen operating under a head of approximately 16 feet, 
the source of supply being a 12,000 gallon reservoir 
located 540 feet from the building and fed by springs. 
The water supply for the floors above the basenent is 
furnished by a pressure tank systen. This systen consists 
of a 2 h.p. motor direct connected on the same shaft to 
a 1,000 gallons per hour Typhoon pump which is connected 
to a 1,200 gallon eylindrical tank. This pressure in 


this tank can be varied but ordinarily will operate between 


/ 
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40 and 80 pounds, automatic regulation being obtained by 
means of an automatic pressure regulator. 

Soft water is preferable for use in the laundry, 
kitchens, baths, washrooms and boilers and these services 
alone will require about 2,000 gallons daily. This 
supply cannot be obtained by the construction of a rain 
water tenk and depending upon the water collected from 
the roof of the school building. The total area covered 
by the building approximates 10,000 square feet, the 
average yearly rainfall at Brandon is 13 inches, so that 
the quantity of rainfall that could be collected yearly 
would not exceed 68,000 gallons, or less than 200 gallons 
per day. 

Water softeners are all based upon the principle 
of renoving the grains of hardness by forcing the water 
through a thick mineral bed and periodically regenerating 
the mineral bed by the addition of salt. The size of the 
plant and the cost depends upon the quantity of soft water 
required, the quantity of hardness to be removed and the 
frequency of regeneration, Manufacturers of water softe 
eners will not guarantee satisfactory results, nor will 
they recommend their products unless the water is fed 
to the softener at a pressure of at least 25 pounds. 

At the new Brandon School the services for which 
softened water is desired are supplied from the gravity 
supply system. This system operates under an approximate 
head of 16 feet or a pressure of about 6.5 pounds per 
square inch. The installation of a water softener under 
these conditions will not give satisfactory results and 
cannot be recommended, To install a water softener and 


obtain a pressure of at least 25 pounds on the feed to 
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the water softener as required by the manufacturers, it 
will be necessary to d& away with the existing gravity 
systen and connéct the whole water supply to the building 
with the pressure tank system, This would involve 
changing some pipe connections between the pump, the 
pressure tank and the water supply pipes to the building. 
This could quite easily be done and would not be ea 
expensive switch. It would also be necessary to lay a 
new line of 1" piping between the intake pipe in the 
pump room through the building to the south west corner 
of the same in order to complete the gravity system to the 
barns, since it is not proposed to soften this water. 

As installed the pumping costs for domestic 
water supply in the school would be approximately 12 cents 
per day as it is only necessary to pump 1,000 gallons per 
day. If the whole system is changed to the pressure 
tank system it will be necessary to pump 4,000 gallons 
daily at a cost of about 48 cents per day. These costs 
are based on a power cost of 8 cents per kilowatt hour, 
the existing rate at Brandon, 

Manufacturers Agents in Winnipeg were requested 
to submit proposals recommending the type of softener 
required and the cost of the same F,0,B, Brandon. Only 
one proposal has as yet been received, this being from 
the Ward-Love Pump Corporation of Rockford, Illinois, 
through their agents in Winnipeg, Cranes, Limited. They 
recommend the installation of their D30 - 425 Crane Warlo 
Water Softening Plant, the cost being $1,800.00 F,0.B, 
Brandon, This softener would require regenerating about 


every three days, each regeneration taking about 45 minutes, 
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«Ge 
during which interval the water supply to the school 
would be shut off. This inconvenience could, however, 
be overcome by installing their double unit for which no 
quotation was given. It would be possible by means of 
interconnecting piping and installation of valves to 
retain the gravity water supply system for maintaining a 
continuous water supply during the veriods of regeneration, 
The floor space occupied by the softener is 4'6" by 7' and 
the headroom required is 7'6", Delivery could be made 
in from two to four weeks. The cost of installing, 
changing over from the gravity to pressure tank systen, 
together with the cost of the softener would amount to 
approximately $2,150.00. Installation can be made in 
the pump room of the school building, 

In conclusion it might be pointed out that if 
soft water is required the only satisfactory method of 
procuring the same is by means of the installation of a 
water softening plant. This plant will not give satisfactory 
results if connected up with the present gravity systen 
because of the low pressure. The whole water supply for 
the school building can readily be changed to the pressure 
tank systen with but little expense and if this is done a 
satisfactory and adequate water softening plant can be 
installed for $2,150.00. The elimination of the gravity 
water supply system will increase the cost of pumping 
about 36 cents per day, which increase will be more than 
repaid by savings effected in the laundry and kitchen. The 
water softening plant could be installed at any time, now 
or after completion of the building, but in the case of 
the katter the cost would be slightly increased as the 


installation and changes in piping would necessitate some 
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redecorating.

Il have your letter of the 3lst regarding Mr. 
Gow's report om the advisability of installing the water 
softener at the new Brandon school, and requesting my 
views as to the installation of the water softener at the 
present time. 


According to the chemical analysis made, the 
water at the Brandon school is hard water. However, it is 
the same source of supply that has been used in the old 
Brandon school for a number of years, and unless your 
Department has in the past had complaints respecting th 
hardness of the water supply I do not see why its use should 
not be continued as in the past. One of the main features 
of the water supply to the new school was the matter of 
supplying water to the laundry, kitchen, showers and toilets 
in the basement, or probably eighty percent of the total 
water requirements of the school, by a gravity feed system, 
thus eliminating a great expense in the cost of pumping to 
provide @ pressure system. 


While the gravity system should provide ample 
water to meet the requirements of the school uses and the 
equipment supplied in the basement of the school, the 
pressure on this gravity system is not sufficient w operate 
a@water soitener. When inquiries were made of the firms 
supolying water softeners and it was found that these could 
not be operated on the low pressure of the gravity system, 
Mr. Gow and myself in discussing this matter both agreed 
that the installation of a water softener might well be left 
in abeyance for a time in order to determine whether or not 
a softener was an actual necessity. 


My own views in this regard are to continue the 
installation of the water system as originally planned and 
to omit the installation of the water softening equipment 
for the present. The increased cost of installing 4 soft- 
ener at a later date would in any event be a small item 
and need not be considered at the moment.

20 or 25 ft. It might be better to install it 
on|fhe building. What do you advise? 


In order to protect the root house from 
slipping any farther and opening up any larger cracks, 
I understand filling should be placed at the back of the 
building, up to the top of the cement, which is water- 
proof. Would you please give instructions in this 
connection, indicating what type of fill would pack the 
best. 


The large stock barn is in need of early 
attention. The interior surfacesof the cement wall, 
which is approximately 10 ft. high, are rapidly 
deteriorating, with the result that chunks are Tana 
down or can be picked off with the seaaree 


Shillinglew states that it is very difficult Py get good 
gravel for cement work at Brandon and he blames the 
present condition on the hoar frost, which adheres about 
an inch thick all winter long on this interior surface. 
It was suggested that an air space be left and a cheap 
brick be used for a new surface, but this would be very 
expensive. Something should be "done without delay, for 
the cement has been eaten away to a depth of 3 inches 

in places.

Dr.Doyle appears to think his own 
staff will be able to do this work in spare time, 


Re Stock Barn. 

I have examined these walls and they are in a very 
poor condition, On two sides and west end there is very 
little of the surface which is not more or less scaled off, 
in a good many places to a depth of two to three inches and 
an occasional place to at least 4 inches. Where this scaling 
has taken place,and this will cover about 75 per cent of the 
wall surface, the surface is in poor condition to receive a 
coat of cement and I am doubtfull if it would stay on any 
length of time. It would be useless to attempt to fill up the 
deep places, I attempted to get a photo of this wall with 
poor success but the enclosed one will give you some idea of 
its appearance, The whole wall in this photo is scaled and at 
pointe marked X is 2 to 4 in.deep. I am going to have another 
examination of it and try to form some idea of the cost of the 
work and will advise you further before doing anything.

I have taken this matter up with the Electric Company and 
heave gone over the details in regard to material and work. 
They have charged $1.10 an hour for their electrician and 
85 cents an hour for their helper. ‘Twenty hours work was done. 


Since the new building was erected I have tried to have my 
mechanic take care of this work as far &8 possible and it appears 
that some things had been neglected and other things improperly 
done. We therefore, had to have a checking up throughout all 

the buildings, putting in switches and other appliances which 
had gone out of order. I am quite convinced that all the wor¥ 
Was necessary and some of it long ovér due. 


I wish also to assure you that we are anxious to cooperate 
with the Department if the keeping of expense for repairs as low

With reference to your letter of the 27th 
ultimo, regarding trouble you are having with cock- 
roaches in the pantry and kitchen at the Brandon 
Indian Residential School, I beg to say that Bulletin 
No. 112 of the Department of Agriculture suggests the 
following: - 


"Cockroaches may be readily controlled by 
means of sodium fluoride. This material should be 
lightly dusted in places frequented by the roaches 
such as about sinks, baseboards, cupboards, hot 
water pipes, etc. The sodium fluoride adheres to 
the lege and antennae of the roaches. and in 
Cleaning themselves the insects are poisoned by it. 
Sodium fluoride retains ite effectiveness and may 
be left undisturbed as long as convenient or until 
the cockroaches have completely disappeared. As 
this chemical is somewhat poisonous reasonable 
precautions should be taken to prevent children or 
domestic pete from gaining access to it. 


"Two other materials which form the basis of 
many proprietary roach powders and which often are 
recommended, are pyrethrum and borax. Pyrethrum 
insect powder is les# effective than sodium fluoride, 
it loses its effectiveness quickly on exposure to 
air, and has to be used in larger quantity. Borax, 
also, is lees satisfactory than sodium fluoride. It 
is easily obtainable, however, and mixed with equal 
parts of powdered sweet chocolate, is a fairly 
effective remedy, Superheating and fumigation with 
hydrocyanic acid gas are also effective in destroying 
cockroaches. In the cage of hydrocyanic acid gas 
fumigation, however, our experiments indicate that 
& concentration of gas produced by using 14 lbs. of 
Calcium cyanide per 1,290 cubic feet, although 
effective against nymphs and adulte, does not destroy 
the eggs."

When the house was constructed no beam filling 
was done. The cornice boards have evidently never fitted 
properly and have so shnunken or warped 6a that there is an 
opeming from about half an inch to an inch and & half around 

the whole building. ‘Then there is nothing but lath and plast- 
er covering the upstatrs rooms. This is ample explanation 

for the abnormal coldness of the upstairs, notwithstanding 

the fact that the house has an oversized furnace and consunes 

a great deal of coal. 


I had Mr. Wade of Messrs. Wade & Sons, look at it the other 
day and he suggests that a coat @f ingulax be spread between 
the goists over the whole attic surface. This would cost 
without the labor a little over a Hundred Dollars. It seems 
too bad to put this much expense on the building if it was 
only to be used for a year or 80. For a temporary job he 
further suggested that fine shavings mixed with sawdust and 
slack lime might be used to give temporary relief. The cost 
of this would not be more than Fifteen or Twenty Dollars and 
we could do that work ourselves. The objection to this 
method is that the filling used is so imflammable that it 
makes it undesirable but there is only one chimney going up 
through the roof and it is of good brick construction and very 
little danger would exist.

I wish to write you in regard to the Princinal's residenée 
here. Had times been normal it was definitely planned as 
reported to me both by Doctor Schet and the late Mr. Ferrier 
that & new house should be built before this. We have, there- 
fore, not asked for any rep&irs excent paint for the verandah, 
Which was in bad shape. This work has been done and improves 
the outside apoearance very much. ‘There are some other repairs 
which will have to be done in the near future, unless it should 
become possible to put up & new building. 


When we had to open up the sewer pipe last spring we founca the 
sills of the building rotten almost entirely away. The build- 
ing has settled so much that there is five inches difference 

in the level of the floor in the width of the living room, In 
Some parts it is settling in the centre of the building and 
others at the walle. The plaster in most of the house is quite 
dead, anc is only being held up by the repeated coats of paper 
Which it has had. ‘The pulverized plaster keeps sifting down 
from behind the burlap on the stairway and some of the rooms 
are seriously in need of decorating. 


Our worst difficulty, however, is that the house is dresdfully 
cold, In the wintertime the bathroom is seldom warm enough to 
take & bath without either turning off the other registers or 
having additional heat supplied. We have just discovered the 
main cnuse of this. Following a severe storm the house warmed 
up an¢é the snow which had drifted into the attic began to melt. 
This led us to investigate and on going through the man-hole 
we found the attic space almost light enough on a bright day 
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November 26, 1932. 
Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 18th instant, 
relative to the condition of the Principal's residence 
at the Brandon Indian Residential School. In this 
connection I have to say that the Department has no funds 
to undertake any extensive work on this building at the 
present time. It is noted that you had Mesars. Wade & 
Sons inspect the building ani that a temporary job can 
be carried out by using fine shavings mixed with sawdust 
and slacked lime, which would give temporary relief. 

The Department will approve of you incurring an expend- 
iture not exceeding $20 in having this work carried out. 
It is noted that there would be little danger from fire 
in using the above mentioned filling, as there is a good 
brick chimney. After the work has been completed, 
please forward an account, in triplicate, properly cert~ 
ified, covering the expenditure. 


It is not possible to state at the present 
time when funds ean be provided for the erection of a 
new residence. Early next summer, you might forward a 
recommendation as to the repairs you consider absolutely 
necessary to make the building fairly comfortable, in 
the event of funds not being available for the erection 
a new residence.

I beg to submit herewith a report on the 
Brandon Indien Residential School, inspected between 
Pebruary 15th and 17th, 1933. 

The classroom work is carried on in three 
rooms. The junior room is in charge of Miss Lulu 
Ironstar. Miss lronstar is a ouslified teacher and is 
a treaty Indian belonging to the Assiniboine Agency in 


Saskatchewan. Grades are arranged as follows:- 


Mise Ironstar thoroughly understands the Indian children. 
She has a pleasing manner and an interesting way of 
presenting the work. The pupils are bright, quick in 
responding to ouestions, and 1 believe are making good 
progress. All the children were well dressed and clean. 


The classroom was tidy and fairly well aired. 
a 


The blackboard supplied for this room does not 


meet the requirements. There is wall space for another 
thirty feet and this should be supplied in order that 
the little ones may become accustomed to the blackboard 
work. it would also regult in a saving in connection 
with scribblers and notebooks. 

The intermediate grades are supervised by 
Mr. E. McEwen, and are arranged as follows:-

In this classroom there is only 15 ft. of 
blackboard, which is certainly insufficient for such a 
large number of pupils. There is plenty of wall space, 
both at the side and back, where additional blackboard

Werthenbach who is an honour graduate in Arte of the 
Alberta University.

In addition to the above, there are three pupils, who 
were late in entering school and who will be discharged 
this coming spring, that are receiving special instruction. 
The pupils in this room attend class all day and are only 
reauested to assist at other work before and after school 
and on Saturdays. The pupils all appeared well along in 
their grades and, according to the test examinations set 
by the teacher, they have obtained splendid marks, and 1 
would judge they are on a par with white children in the 
City schools. These young people were all well dressed and 
one could not help but admire the care exercised by each

There are at present two girls taking 
Grade XII. These children are obliged to attend the 
Collegiate in Brandon in order to get this knowledge. 
There are also four boys attending the Technical School 
in Brandon. The work at this school covers automobile 
mechanics and gas welding, and is spread over a period 
of three years. The boys are obtaining splendid marks 
in their test examinations and are greatly pleased with 
the opportunity which is theirs of having this 
privilege. 

The laundry is in charge of Miss le Barager, 
who appears well qualified to carry on the work. The 
room is large and well eouipped with all necessary 
machinery. This is a heavy department, but the sample 
of the work seen was well done, and the girls appeared 
to enjoy the work. 

Miss He Reeder is matron in charge of the 
kitchen. She is a splendid cook and the girls receive 
instruction in all lines of cooking, also in the baking 
of bread and the making of butter. The meals served on 
one of the days during my visit were as follows:- 


Breakfast:- Porridge, Sugar, Bread, Dripping, 
Tea 


In addition to the above, the senior boys received 
potatoes. 

Dinner: - Meat, Potatoes, Gravy, Usually one 
other vegetable, Bread, Water to 
drink. 

The children receive all the vegetables and bread they 
desire. If no meat is supplied, they are given 


vegetables and a degert consisting of fruit, rice, or 


milk puddings.

Supper: - Soup, Potatoes, Bread or Buns, Tea, 
and dessert (dried apricots) 


in future, the children will receive butter or lerd with 
this meal. 

The refrigerator room, i understand, wes built 
to accommodate a frigidaire, but this have never been 
installed. ice is used, but as there ie no ventilation 
in the room, the air becomes musty and laden with all 
the various odors, 8° that it is necessary each day to 
leave the door open, and as a result, the room is little 
better than a pantry as it is impossible to keep it cool 
with ice. The installation of 4 frigidaire system would 
be a great help in the care and saving of food. 

Miss Me Cranna is the boys’ matron and is also 
in charge of the dispensary and infirmary. The boys' 
dormitories were all well aired, the beds neatly made, 
and the bedding clean. The boye are provided with night- 
gowns. The toilets were clean and in good working order. 

In the boys’ side of the infirmary I found three 
or four small boys in bed. These children have been 
running a slight temperature for some time and were 
receiving special food and care in order to petter their 
health condition. There were no girls sick, and l found 
the infirmary tidy and the beds neatly made. 

The girls’ matron is Miss Re Harland, end l 
found the girls' dormitories well aired and clean. The 
toilets were in good working order. The girls are also 
provided with nightgowns. 

Te dormitories used for the emall boys and 
girls are situated on the third floor, and accommodate 
fourteen beds each. The switches for the lights are 


placed on the inside of the dormitory walls. This

should be changed to the outside, and would entail very 
little work. 1 would also recommend that the top panel 

of the doors leading to these dormitories be taken out and 
replaced with glass. The children in both dormitories 

are the smallest in the school and when the doors are 
closed and locked, as they are at night, it is difficult 

to hear them if anyone is needed in case of sickness. Il 
find that the staff member in charge on this floor sleeps 
across the hall from the dormitory, and at night their door 
is also kept closed, making it more difficult for the sound 
to carry. 

Mrs. Ge Mason is the matron in charge at this 
institution, and is a woman well qualified for the position. 
Good discipline is maintained throughout the building, and 
Mre. Mason is very much respected by all the boys and girls. 

Fire drill was observed during my inspection, 
and the children were able to get out in about 2) minutes. 
There are no fire bells in the basement, and 1 found it 
impossible to hear the fire alarm either in the kitchen or 
leundry. This difficulty might be overcome by placing an 
extra large bell on the first floor, but 1 am of the opinion 
that one bell should be placed in the basement of the school. 
The fire eouipment was all in good condition, and none of 
the doors leading on to the fire escapes were locked. 

There is a shortage of water, and very jittle fire 
protection could be relied on from this source. At the 
present time the water supply is so low at certain periods 
that it is impossible for the Principal to obtain water in 
the bathroom at his own home. if this condition does not 
improve it may be necessary, in the near future, to build 


another reservoir and tap a larger spring located some 


little

little distance from the old source. 

There is & large root cellar at the back of the 
school building, which is well supplied with potatoes and 
all other vegetables. Il understand that almost 2,000, bus. 
of potatoes were harvested tast fall. 

The barns and outbuildings are in fair repair, but 
badly in need of paint. 

The Principal has obtained 4 very fine herd of 
Shorthorn cattle, and the school is supplied with a fair 
amount of milk. Sheep and hogs are also kept. Most of the 
meat reovired for the school is supplied from the surplus 
stock of cattle, sheep and hogs, and is killed on the farm. 

There is considerable work yet to be done in 
fixing up the grounds surrounding the new milding. On 
both sides of the building at the rear, a great improveme nt 
would be made if a floor of cement could be leid. In 
fact, I think something of this nature will be required 
as the water from the hill, back of the eschool,rushes down 
over this portion of ground, washing it away, and 1 have 
no doubt will eventually work into the foundation and cause 
serious trouble. The attached sketch will more clearly 
show the recuirements in this connection. 

This school is well managed; the discipline is 
good, and the children are receiving an excellent education 
and training which should fit them well for their work in 
later life. I find the Principal, Dre Je As Doyle, greatly 
interested in hie work, and undoubtedly he has the situation 
well in hande

Rev. Sir: 


Mr. Inspector Hamilton, in a report on his recent 
inspection of the Brandon Indian Residential School, has drawn 
attention to several requirements. He refers to the need of 
more blackboard facilities in each of the classrooms, and, in 
this connection, you are being written in a separate communi- 
cation. 


He also refers to the dormitories used by the small 
boys and girls, located on the third floor. He states that the 
switches for the lights are placed on the inside of the dormitory 
walls, and that these should be changed to the outside, entailing 
very little work and expenditure. He also recommends that the 
top panel of the doors leading to these dormitories be taken out 
and replaced with glass. The children in both these dormitories 
are the smallest in the school, and when the doors are closed and 
locked, as they are at night, it is difficult to hear them if any- 
one is needed in case of sickness. He states that the staff 
members in charge sleep across the hall from the dormitories and, 
at night, their doors are also kept closed, making it more dif- 
ficult for any sound to carry. It ie considered that the In- 
spector's recommendation regarding the Placing of the switches 
on the outside of the dormitory walls and the replacing of the 
top panel in the doors with glass should be carried out. This 
work should not involve any large expenditure, and I would re~ 
quest that you arrange to have it carried out at an early date, 
keeping all costs as low as possible. When same has been 
completed, you should forward accounts, in triplicate, properly 
certified, covering the expenditure incurred in the purchase 
of any material and for the labour, No doubt, certain of the 
work could be performed by the school staff without cost to the 
Department. 


The Insvector aleo draws attention to the fire alarm 
bells, and recommends that a bell be installed in the basement. 
You may errange to have this done when the work mentioned above 
ia being carried out. You should see that a bell of a suitable 
type is installed. 


The Inspector also recommends that a floor of cement be 
laid on both sides of the boiler room and laundry in the rear of 
the school building, in order to drain off the water and protect 
t foundation of the building. I should be pleased if you would 
Tnieh an estimate of the cost of the material and labour in the 
aying of a cement floor as indicated on the sketch enclosed, which 
./ Was submitted by the Inspector. Our funde for the next fiscal year 
é will be extremely limited, and unless the expenditure for the pur- 
f, wares would not be large, we could not authorize same,

‘The 
most favorable estimate I ean Secure if from Mr. Higgins, who 
finds the cost of material and labor to be as follows:

This includeé a cement wall from the rear corner of the school 
on the east side to extend 75 feet east, curving a little to 
the south. ‘This is ebsolutely necessary to keep the parcipitis 
bank at the rear from washing and working down over the court 
at this side of the school. If this wall] is not put in the 
earth will soon be washed and worked away from the foundation 
of the root house, which is very close to the northeast corner 
of the school. If this wall were put in Separately it wauld 
cost approximataly $150. Withput this wall it is impossible to

In the above estimate we would do all the excavating and the 
teaming of the gravel, but would need to hire help for loading 
the gravel. our older boys are practically all in high school 
work and &re in school for the full day and have to Bive a good 
deal of attention to their Studies out of school hours. And the 
farm work makes very urgent demands upon the time of all the 
boys we have available.

Rev. Sir: 


I have your letter of the 29th ultimo, civing 
an estimate of the cost of installing a cement floor on 
either side of the boiler and laundry rooms at the rear 
of the Brandon Indian Residential School building. 


In reply I regret that, as our Appropriation 
for the fiscal year beginning the first instant has been 
so considerably reduced, there will be no funds to pro- 
vide the expenditure required in having the cement floor 
installed. Would it not overcome, to a large extent, 
the present conditions if crushed stone or cinders were 
laid on both sides of the boiler and laundry rooms? It 
is thought that either of these materials could be 
obtained at small expense and, if spread where required 
and rolled down, would prevent the earth from being 
washed and worked away from the foundation. If either 
of these materials would be satisfactory, the cost of 
same and placing where required would have to be met 
by the school authorities. I shall be pleased to hear 
from you regarding the matter. 


I may add that, for the present fiscal year, 
@ small Appropriation only has been provided for urrent 
repairs, etc., at our Indian residential schools.

The crushed stone can be secured from the city at $4.00 per 
square pard. But I think the cinders, which can be secured from 
the C.P.R. at seventy-five cents per square yard would serve 
this situation equally as well. It would take about 170 sq.yds. 
to m&ke a proper job. 


The walls would cost about $150 each. It would also be necessary 
to put & cement curb at each of the two doors, as the door sills 
are at least nine inches below the level to which the cinders 
should be raised. This would cost another $25.00. Making a 
total cost dir the walls and curbs of $425.00. 


It wuld be impossible with our greatly reduced income to meet 
this expenditure out of our school funds. If, however, you can 
find it possible to arrange to put in the eement part of the 
work, we will endeavor to do the necessary excavating and secure 
and instal the cinders.

Your letter of April 4, #133-0-5, concerning cement floor 
for courts on either side of the boiler and laundry fooms 
has just come in. We are naturally quite disapppinted that 
this work cannot be done in the near future. Now that the 
frost is coming out of the ground and the water soaking down 
from the hill atthe rear these spaces are in a terrible mess 
with mud. 


Thetrouble is not with the earth being washed and Worked away 
from tie foundation but the opposite. The schvol is set back 
into a curve in the hill ané@ from the back of the building the 
hill rises with a steep slant to about seventeen feet above the 
norm&l level at the sides of the school. With this preeipitous 
hill curving on either side toward the frontof the building 
when & heavy rain falls or the snow is melting in the spring 
the water carries the earth down towards the building instead 
away from it, and the water soaks in abows the foundation. This, 
of course, will become & serious menace to the building if 
allowed to continue. 


The only relief for this condition is to have walls builé@ from 
the rear corners of the school in both directions for about 
seventy-five feet. And thus, prevent the water and earth from 
washing down over these spaces and soaking in about the found- 
ation. Mr. Higgins, the contractor, thought that a wall on the 
east side would be sufficient, if the cement floor was laid on 
the west side with a deep gutter constructed at the foot of the 
hill and with sufficient slope to this floor to shed the water 
readily away from the building.. 


You can thus see that without these walls there would be very 
little Yalus in putting in crushed stone or einders. I? the

Referring to your letter of the 7th ultimo 
with reference to the building of courte at the siden of the boiler 
room and loundry at the Brandon School, I would euggest that this mntter 
be left in abeynnce for the present, ae it is expected that the Architect 
of the Department will vieit Sramion during the early swmer.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 10th instant, enclosing a voucher in favour of Yates, 
Neale & Oompany for $18.69 covering repairs to laundry boiler 
at the Brandon Indian Residential School. 


In connection with the payment of future accounts 
for expenditure at this school, I have to refer you to the 
enclosed memorandum dated March 16, last, regarding the new 
finanoial procedure and encumbrance system. I would refer 
you to paragzraphe two and three, from which you will observe 
that no expenditure must be inourred, for which this Depart-— 
ment will be called upon to pay, until the necessary authority 
hae been granted. You should, therefore, before undertaking 
any repairs, alterations, etc., report the matter to the 
Department, giving full details as to the cost of material and 
labour, and receive authority before incurring any expenditure. 
It 1e necessary, under our new financial system, that an en- 
oumbrance be obtained before any expenditure is authorized. 

I would request that you be guided rerarding all expenditure 
in accordance with the enclosed memorandum. 


Yor your information, I may ad? that there is only 
approximately the sum of $300 available in our Appropriation 
for the ourrent fiscal year for repairs or work of any other 
nature at the Brandon Residential School. Our Appropriation 
has been so greatly reduced thie year that it will be necessary 
for the school to pay the cost of replacements and repairs of 
a minor nature from per capita allowance or other receipte of 
the school. The account of Yates, Neale & Company referred to

I have just returned from the Brandon Indian 

dential School and wish to report that some action 
must be taken at once in connection with the water supply. 
For the past month or six weeks, the school has been 
operating with {neufficient water and the supply is 
becoming less and less. This is the first time in the 
history of the school that any shortage has occurred, 
although last winter, during the real severe weather, 
the supply barely met the demand. I think it would be 
a big mistake to attempt entering the winter without 
making some further provision to supply the school with 
water. There is another spring which at present has @ 
good flow, but the expense in connecting up will entail 
several hundreds of dollers. 


I would recommend that Mr. D. B. Gow, of the 
Dominion Water Power Branch, be instructed to vieit the 
= and submit hie recommendation and an estimate of 
e@ cost. 


This is an urgent matter and I trust it will 
receive the Department's immediate attention.

Sir, 


I have your letter of October 12th with reference 
to the difficulty with the water supply system at the Bran- 
don Indian Residential School and instructing that an in- 
spection be made and a report forwarded as to what is re- 
quired to provide an adequate water supply system. In ac- 
cordance with your instructions, the writer accompanied by 
Mr. J.T. Rose, visited this school yesterday and made an 
examination of the situation. 


I wish to draw your attention to the following 
paragraph from the report submitted under date of September 
29, 1929, by the writer, then Assistant District Chief En- 
gineer, and relating to the proposed water supply installa- 
tion for this school:- 


"For the present it is proposed to make use of 
the present source of supply, namely the reservoir 
constructed in 1928. However, there is a second 
spring located higher up on the plateau back of the 
school and about one-half mile distant. It is claimed 
that there is a larger flowage from this spring than 
from the utilized one and if the necessity arises this 
spring can be used to feed the main reservoir by pipe 
line." 


The writer at that time had some doubts as to the 
adequacy of the existing source of water supply, but the 
fact that the water supply was then in existence, and fur- 
thermore that it has provided a fairly adequate water supply 
for five years fully justifies the recommendations made at 
that time. 


The prevailing dry cycle of years has affected the 
water supply from springs throughout the entire Province and 
there is no certainty that conditions will not become more 
serious. In 1931 it was noted that the source of water sup- 
ply at the Brandon School was showing decreased volume and 
during the winter of 1932-33 there were times when the pres- 
sure was insufficient to furnish a continuous supply of water 
to the residences. Conditions were becoming more serious dur- 
ing the winter of 1933-34 and during the past summer and the 
present autumn, the water supply has been inadequate for the 
school's needs. Some of the residences are without water sup- 
ply at all. There is grave danger that during the coming win- 
ter the water supply to the school itself will completely fail. 


The second spring referred to in the above paragraph 
in the 1929 report, has completely failed and provides no pre- 
sent source of additional water supply. There is, however, 4

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flowing spring that emerges from the gravel strata about 
1800 feet from the school. This spring still shows a sub- 
stantial flow probably in excess of the full requirements 
ef the school. It has not shown any material reduction in 
volume during the present summer and autumn, but no one oan 
definitely say for how long this source of supply will last 
if the dry cyole continues. It is, however, a source of 
supply to augment the present supply and it is the only 
possible source of additional supply. At this spring the 
water trickles out from the gravel strata into a morass 
overgrown with willows and trampled by oattle seeking drink- 
ing water. It emerges from this morass as 4 small stream 
flowing down a rather deep coulee and eventually entering 
into the Assiniboine River. It will be uecessary to im- 
pound the greater portion of the flow of this spring at the 
place where it emerges and convey the water by underground 
pipe line to either the existing reservoir or to the school 
itself. Some inspection is necessary to determine just how 
this spring water emerging in various places from the gravel 
strata can best be impounded before being conveyed to the 
present reservoir 1800 feet distant. At the present time 
it is rather an unsightly looking source of water supply 
and no doubt it is very badly contaminated. 


It is difficult to give an estimate of the cost 
of procuring this additional water supply, owing to uncer- 
tainties relating to the difficulty of impounding the water 
supply at this source. The pipe line would entail an out- 
lay of approximately $2,500.00. The cleaning of the source 
of supply and the impounding of the water might approximate 
$1,500.00, making a total cost of $4,000.00 under ordinary 
working conditions. Winter excavation, however, would add 
to these costs considerably. 


Before recommending the tapping of this additional 
source of water supply, the writer would urge that the exist- 
ing source of water supply be explored to ascertain whether 
or not sufficient additionel flow cannot be obtained to pro- 
vide a water supply adequate to safeguard the needs of the 
school during the coming winter. 


Those responsible for the construction of the exist- 
ing reservoir in 1928 cannot now be reached so particulars 
relating to the same are entirely lacking. It is possible 
that only a portion of the capacity of this particular spring 
is being procured in the concrete reservoir. To determine 
whether or not such is the case it will be necessary to ex- 
cavate a trench immediately downhill from the reservoir, tap 
the gravel bed and ascertain the conditions. If it is deter- 
mined water is escaping and in sufficient volume to provide an 
adequate water supply, it will then be necessary to cut off 
the escaping water by plank sheeting thus forcing the water 
back into the reservoir so as to create sufficient head to 
deliver water to the residences which at present get water 
only occasionally. If additional water were procurable it 
would then become advisable also to lower the outline pipe 
from the reservoir. 


It is possible that such an examination would en- 
tail an outlay of $100.00 but if it results in sufficient 
water being secured to get safely through the coming winter, 
this amount together with an additional $150.00 or $200.00 
for sheeting and alterations, would alleviate the necessity 
of proceeding with the new pipe line with all its uncertain- 
ties of continuity of supply and construction during the 
period of year when excavation is both difficult and costly.

I would accordingly recommend that we be autho- 
rized to expend up to $100.00 in exploring the possibility 
of water supply at the existing reservoir and also to carry 
out some test work at the second spring which it may be ne- 
cessary to tap. As the situation is urgent I would recom- 
mend authorization be wired to make such preliminary investi- 
gations. 

I regret that it was impossible to make the inspec- 
tion earlier than yesterday in response to your instructions, 
but owing to the absence of both Mr. Rose and the writer from 
the office for some time past, such an examination could not 
be made.

In further reference to your letter of the 
10th instant oe the water supply at the Brandon 
Indian Residential School I enclose herewith copy of 
a letter dated the 24th instant received from Mr. Gow 
in which he reports on the existing situation. 


He recommend as a first step to find out if 
additional water can be obtained from the spring now being 
used, by examining conditions below the spring to find 
out if any water is escaping from the existing reservoir, 
and if so to cut off the escaping water by plank sheeting 
thus forcing the water back into the reservoir so as to 
create sufficient head to deliver water to the residences 
which at present get water only occasionally. 


He estimates that the examination would cost 
about $100, and if it shows that maewater is available 
in this way,the expenditure of about $200. more for 
sheeting and alterations would provide water during the 
coming winter. 


Mr. Gow states the situation is urgent and 
asks that authority be wired to him to make such pre- 
liminary investigations, 


You will recall that Mr. Gow has been authorized 
to go to Lebret, Saskatchewan, to prepare a réport on the 
water supply and sewage disposal system for the new school 
thewe and consideration should be given as to which of 
these should receive precedence in the instructions to be 
given to Mr. Gow.

Sir: 


The work carried out at the Brardon Indian 
Residential School and involving the expenses being forwarded 
was for the purpose of securing additional inflow to the 
existing reservoir and increasing the water elevation 
sufficiently in the same so as to provide water supply to the 
upper stories of the houses used by staff members. 


Preliminary investigation revealed that a certain 
amount of water was passing through the gravel strata and not 
accessible to the reservoir. Measurements taken showed this 
additional flow to be about 900 gallons daily and so it was 
decided to endeavour to block off this flow and force the same 
into the reservoir. It was also decided to endeavour to 
increase the water level in the reservoir by driving sheeting 
along the ends and the lower side of the reservoir. It was 
hoped to shut off all flow past the reservoir, increase the 
water table elevation and so secure the necessary increased 
head that has been lost during the past two years. 


In placing ana driving the lumber sheeting, great 
difficulty was experienced from the gravel caving in, quicksand 
was encountered at depth and it was impossible to effect a 
complete cut-off of the water. Accordingly, we did not succeed 
in materially increasing the water level in the reservoir. 
However, tile and piping was placed to convey the major portion 
of the $00 gallons per day spring to the vicinity of the 
reservoir. The reservoir itself was cleaned out to a depth of 
1.5 feet and the outlet was lowered. 


The work carried out will doubtless increase the 
water available for use in the school and it is hoped will 
ensure the school operating throughout the winter. ‘The work 
apparently has not resulted in increasing the elevation of the 
water level in the reservoir to provide continuous water supply 
to the second-storey of the Principal's residence. The 
presence of quicksand at depth prevented the complete sealing 
up of the area around the reservoir, thus defeating our efforts 
to raise the water table. 


While the work performed will, I believe, ensure a 
fairly adequate water supply to the school during this winter, 
I am of the opinion thet should the dry cyole continue into 
1935, it will be necessary to look to additional sources for 
water for this school.

With further reference to the subject matter of 
your letter of the 14th instant and my reply thereto under 
date of March 20th, I beg to advise that Mr. Rose has now 
returned from his west trip, during the course of which he 
visited the Brandon Indian School and investigated the water 
supply conditions at that Institution, 


Mr. Rose reports that the water supply at the In- 
stitution, while inadequate to meet the demands of all ser- 
vices, is not now more serious than the conditions that have 
prevailed during the greater part of the winter. There is 
nothing that can be done at the present time to provide an 
adequate water supply for all services and it is anticipated 
that with the break-up period now about to take place, that 
conditions will not become more serious and will probably 
be somewhat alleviated, 


Mr. Rose made an investigation of the spring which 
has been referred to in previous correspondence, and made an 
actual measurement of the flow as it emerges from underground. 
He reports that at the time of his visit the flow was averag- 
ing a rate of somewhat in excess of 4,000 gallons per day. 
In view of the fact that the other springs have shown a lessen- 
ing discharge, the fact that this spring appears to be main- 
taining a fairly lerge flow is a favourable feature. It would 
appear as if we would be warranted in creating a small reservoir 
at the point where this spring emerges from underground and con- 
veying the supply either direct to the school or to the exist- 
ing reservoir, However, this work cannot be undertaken at the 
present time, but should be given further consideration should 
the run-off conditions throughout Manitoba continue at a rate 
below normal, In the meantime whenever our engineer is in 
that vicinity, he will make it a point to further inspect this 
spring to determine whether or not there is a decrease or 
increase in the discharge, 


I would ask that you please convey this information 
to the Department of Indian Affairs.

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planned timetable which, I understand, is closely 
followed. 

fhe school building is kept clean and good 
@iscipline minteined. The laundry is supervised by 
Mies Molaren. The girls receive 4 thorough training 
in washing, ironing and pressing. The machinery 
appeared to be in good condition and ie well cared 
for. 

The kitchen is in charge of Mise H. Reader, 
The work is done on @ large scale; nevertheless, the 
girle receive a fair training in plein cooking. The 
bread is purchased in the aity, but I understand 
classes are held in bread making. ‘The girle are also 
taught to make plain cakes, buns, and pastry. 

A room wae provided for a frigidaire, but 
this hae not yet been installed. I would recommend 
that this be provided, if possible. A large amount 
eof food is handled at an institution of thie sise and 
a frigidaire is really a necessity, eepecially dur ing 
the summer months. I might mention that many of the 
pupils remain at the echool during the summer months 
and I doubt if the number is ever below 90 or 100. 

The sewing room ie on the first floor. It 
ie well lighted and well equipped. The girls are 
taught mending of 411 kinds and plain sewing. At 
present thie department is gupervised by Nuree Matchett, 
the regular sewing teacher being absent on sick leave. 
The aim of this department ie to send the girls home 
thoroughly trained to mend, to do plain sewing, and 
meke the ordinary housedresses and underclothes 


required. 
Mra, Fraser 
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Myre. Praser is boys’ supervisor and does 
excellent work. This is a hard department and needs 
constant gsupervieion. The boys’ playroom wae tidy, 
and the toilete and washroom clean and in working 
order, 

Mies M. Wileon ie girle' supervisor and 
aseiats Doctor Doyle in hie office wrk. The girls’ 
Playroom, washroom, and dormitories were all in god 
condition, All were well aired and clean, 

Nuree M. Matchett is in charge of the 
dispensary and infirmary, Although there has been 
very little serious sickness, there are always minor 
ailments. The trachoma oases receive daily treatment. 
The children are weighed at stated periods and, if 
not gaining, are given extra food. 

Fire drill is observed and none of the 
doors leading to the exits are looked. Fire 
extinguishers are kept in prominent places on each 
floor. One fire hose should be renewed. The one 
on the hanger ie uselees as it has been damaged. I 
expected these hose te be in good condition and on 
the occasion of my last vieit overlooked making 4 
Close check. I was unable to find out just what 
happened to the hose in question, but it undoubtedly 
has been used outside, I have instructed that the 
fire hose must not be removed. The one required 
for the top floor should be 75 or 80 ft. in length. 

The school building im in need of the follow- 
ing interior decorating; 

i. - Wall should be painted to the height 
° + and burlap showld be used along the 


back. ‘This will protect the plaster from » 
breaking when the cha@ire are piled at the rear. 
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2, Girke’ Repaing, joes has been in constant 
use walls are emudged and dirty,

condition. The walle and ceiling should 
be painted. 


4 ' Rea like the girls’, is 
n cons use and needs painting. 


The material for the foregoing work would 
not entail much expense and Dootor Doyle states the 
work could be done by the staff and senior boys. 

The Principei's residence ie o14 and the 
foundation badly settled. The verandsh needs repair- 
ings but one hesitates to recommend much expense, The 
house ie old and without a proper foundation. A new 
building ie needed. 

The Farming Instructor's house needs 
exterior painting, especially the verandah which, 48 
yet, hae never been painted. The dining room and 
bedroom in thie house should also be painted. All 
the above work could be done by the staff and boys 
and the total cost of material should not exceed 
$150.00. 

The stockman's house is in good repair, 
except that one room should be re-papered. 

The cottage on the weet hill needs the 
kitehen shingled. The roof leaks badly and the 
work should be carried out at once. The roof is 
14x20 ft. The boys, with proper supervision, oould 
do the work. 

The large barnes have not been painted for 


many years and present a neglected appearance, Thies 


mz 
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work should be carried out in order that the lumber 
be preserved. The school is situated adjacent to the 
Dominion Experimental Fam, which eonstitutes another 
reason why the buildings should be kept in good repair 
and not ellewed to become run down and neglected in 
appearance. 

The chicken house is located im a poor 
place, surrounded by serub oak, The building and 
land is infested with disease, consequently no poultry 
has been kept since the new school opened. The 
building hae been neglected and I wold recommend that 
Doctor Doyle be allowed to dismantle it and re-build 
on @ smaller scale. ‘The only extra material needed 
would be some cement and nails. The new house should 
be erected west of the school and the yerd properly 
fenced with chicken wire, This location is sub ject 
to closer supervision as the school is situated on one 
side and the farming instructor's house on the other, 
It would also give plenty of yard and sufficient trees 
for shelter. The building would not interfere or 
detract from the present building as the location is 
between the horse barn and what is known as the 
carpenter shop. Poultry keeping, I consider, is an 
important side line and one that should be encourage d. 
If we oan create in the boys some interest in this 
line of work, perhaps it would remult in the keeping 
of more poultry on the reserves, 

The present garage is built of cement. It 
would appear as if either insufficient cement or ai rty 
gravel was used at the time of erection; the walle are 


erumbling down in places and the roof is propped by 
heavy 
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heavy timbers, ‘The structure is only held together 
by the reinforcements and even these have given away 
in places. I realize the tuilding is not o14 and 
should have served many years, yet ite usefulness is 
gone and I think the only solution is to take it down 
and build a new garage. A smaller building will 
mest all requirements. 

The carpenter shop was also poorly 
constructed and is & very unattractive building. A 
goat of paint would greatly improve ite appearance. 

Pa the retaining wall beck of the school should 
be erected, It would protect the school foundation 
and retain the front of the root cellar, which is 
gradually moving forward from the mein structure, It 
would &leo improve the yarde which each spring are 
covered with mud washed down from the embankment. I

During my inspection of the Brandm Indian 
Residential School, I complained to Dr. Doyle that the 
barns and outbuildings presented a very neglected 
appearance, due to the fact that a large number of 
windows had been broken and a mamber of the sash destroyed. 
Dr. Doyle pointed out that most of this occurred during 
the construction of the new school and prior to his taking 
charge. This may have been the case and yet I think a lot 
of the repair work necessary could have been carried out 
during the past two or three years instead of leaving it 
to accumulate as has been the case. 


Dr. Doyle has submitted an estimate from Wade & 
Sons Limited, Brandon, covering the cost of the sash and 
glass necessary, which amounts to $104.30. This covers 
41 sash with 71 lights, and 125 panes of glass. 


Dr. Doyle feels that he is unable to finance this 
expense, which he claims occurred prior to his taking office, 
and yet he is anxious to have the work done. I would 
recommend that the sash and glass required be purchased, and 
shall be pleased to receive the Department's instructions in 
connection with the matter.

As stated in our conversation we appreciate 
very much the paint which the Department provided 
for painting certain rooms in the school building 
here. By the use of a good deal of oil in the 
first coat and turpentine in the second coat we 
were able to extend this paint over a good deal 
more surface than was planned in our estimate. 

The contrast now between the walls that have been 

done and those which have not is seriously noticeable, 
The two playrooms in the basement and the two 

ho spital wards together with children's bathrooms 

and toilet rooms, also locker rooms in the basement, 
are very much in need of paint. 


Por the painting already done we engaged a 
ainter from town, Mr. Moore, at a cost of over 
60.00, but he gave much instruction and help to 

the boys’ that they are now able to go forward and 

do very good work. If the Department will purchase 
the paint for the rooms specified we will have it 

put on and it will certainly make a great improve- 
ment to the appearance of the building. It will 
require approximately 20 gallons of paint, 2 gallons 
of oil and one of turpentine. The best price 1 could 
secure here for good reliable paint is from Johnson 
Hardware at $2,965 per gallon. 


We will appreciate it very much if the above 
material can be furnished by the Dept. for this work. 
We appreciate your kind offices in this connection.

On Saturday morning,when I ume across 
from the house to the school at a few minutes 
after six, I noticed a hole, about two feet 
Square, in the east end of the horse barn at the 
point where the loft floor joins the wall. On 
investigation we found that a fire was burning 
just inside the wall. We immediately called the 
Fire Department and established a bucket line 
of boys and before the fire engine arrived we had 
the fire under control. 


I had the fire chief and one of his men go 
over the situation very carefully and in view of 
the fact that the fire had commenced right against 
the wall and that it had evidently been smoldering 
for some hours, also in view of the fact that the 
loft is inaccessible, except to the bigger boys, 
and the entrance to it comes up through a feed chute, 
which is difficult to find,and that no sigr of an; 
tramp's bed was in evidence, the men of the fire 
department were quite satisfied that it was commenced 
Dy Spontaneous combustion. Sweet clover and oat 
sheaves were run through the cutting ox and blown in 
from the west gable last fall for Winter feed. The 
floor of the loft at the east end had a thick wovering 
of very fine sweet clover dust. Phis was about three 
inches deep at the wall. ‘Mher< was quite a heavy rai 
from the east during thursday. The dampness from this

letter. We are both of the opinion that the retaining wall 
Should be built by day labour, having a competent foreman 
in charge. Dr. Doyle is anxious to have this Work well done 
and the Department can count on his hearty co-operation. In 
doing the work with a competent foreman, some of the labour 
can be carried out by the senior boys and possibly most of the 
gravel could be hauled with the school teams, 


The chicken house should also be built by day labour 
with a competent foreman in charge. A number of the senior 
boys could be used for th€a work and in this way the cost would 
be greatly reduced, 


In connection with painting the barns and outbuild- 
ings, Dr. Doyle feels that an My erie ete and helper

With further reference to my letter dated 
May 19th and Department letter just received, No. 

133-0-5, dated May 18th, I wish to advise that before 
the outbui ldings at the Brandon Indian Residential 
School are painted,it will be necessary to have 
considerable repair work carried out. A quantity of 
shingles, siding and common lumber will be required, 
as well as some rubberoid roofing for use in connection 
with the silo, There are also some repairs necessary 
in connection with the fire reported by Dr. Doyle. In 
regard to this, I cannot yet understand how we escaped 
loging the barn. The origin of the fire, of course, is 
not known, but is believed to have been caused by 
spontaneous combustion. 


There are three large barns and two silos to be 
painted and I do not think it is possible to do more than 
supply paint and labour for the $300, 


I would like authority to purchase the repair 
material necessary. The approximate cost should not 
exceed $40. I hope the Department will see fit to allow 
this ae Dr. Doyle will be obliged to hire a carpenter 
to carry out some of the repair work.

Residential School, is anxious to get started at his 
spring cleaning and wishes to paint the following 
rooms:
